A general feeling of gloom pervaded our com

Closing Sccnes--Execnution of tho Mure 
derer-eSuccessiul vindication of thc 
Sovercignty of each Disirict, 

We have furnished our readers with a re- 
liuble account of the circumstances attending 
the recent aud horrible mwder in Lake 
Guich Our means of information have 
been much more trustworthy aud accurate 
than those of any other paper, from the fact

When this result was.declared, the pris- 
oner, who had, perhaps, been led to enter. 
tain a delusive hope, fell on his knees aud 
commenced to pray The guard were or- 
dered to stusd around the scaffold, and in a 
few moments the prisoner atood up, while 
the black cap was drawn over his face, and 
the noose was adjusted He bade good-bye 
to those on the stand, shaking hands with 
them, and walked forward with the sheriff 
to the hop While doing. this, he pulled 
a.ound the hoot in such a manner that the 
fill was not eo immediately fatil as it oth- 
erwise would have been. The handkerchief 
was dropped, and the prisoner fell. Two 
physicians who were present pronounced 
him dead in fourteen minutes, aud he was 
cut down after hanging twenty-two minutes 

Before this there was a ery, which found 
some response froma quarter which we have 
already alluded to, “Pive minutes 18 up— 
cut him down,” and a movement was made 
toward the scaffold , Lut the revolversof the 
gunid were instantly drawn, and were ready 
for any such attempt, and those who came 
up saw, probably, too many determined men, 
to feel libe advancing to their own danger 

The body of the prisoner was conveyed to 
the boarding-house of the Beloit Company, 
and rested thero until a cofio was made 

Thos ended this teriible tragedy —awful, 
in every aspeclof it We einnot but be 
heve, however, that hfe will be much wore 
secure iu this country, from the determina 
tion evinced by the people of Lake District 
in this matter

gevernment Be wie meeting with him and 
forming hia acquaintance, I had tearned 
that he was an able and influential lawyer, 
who would be xnhle to assist me in my busi- 
ness wih the War Department All the 
circumstances attending the formation of 
bis acquaintance—his isquities respecting 
the acceptances of (he War Department and 
the probable effect upon the Secretary of 
War ot their being dtshonored—nrre set forth 
a' length in my published statement made to 
the Sclect Committee of the House of Repre 
sertauves, aud I need not now repeat them 
It iy suficient to sny that he mforined me 
that be had some State stocks nat his com 
mand, which I might use for purposes of 
hy pothecation, if I could return them 1n 
mnety days — E told him that I had no doubt 
of my ability to return them im that time 
The ioan was accordingly eflected, and I 
proceeded, en the evening of the same day, 
to New York, with the State stooks, and used 
them m the manner and for the purpose al 
vevdsg indicated. When [obtained them and 
pledged them fot money, with which to pro

Prust Bond! in ex- 
ystenee It was ondy when stocks declined, 
and the puties with whom I had made the 
hypotliecation notified me that they must 
sell them ot shave an additional deposit to 
make good the maigin, that I learned then 
true climacte? Lieturned to Washington, 
wud sent for Mi Baney, with the view of 
fntorming him that I would not be sible to 
return the Stafe stocks wł ith Thad borrowed 
from him, in the time stipu’ated in our 
agreement In the interview which I then 
had with, him, I told him ofthe demand that 
had been made upon me by parties who held 
them to inorease the deposit, and of the no~- 
tice of their deferminatron’ta sell them un- 
less such additional deposit was made.

heit, I put to bazaid. every dollar of my 
Own property, and every dollar belonging 
to my partners 10 business, all, absolutely 
all, in attempting to transport supplies to 
an ill fed and half clad army, wno were in 
the midst of an enemy’s country, a thousand 
miles beyond the icach o2 any’ other aid, 
surrounded by hostile foes, and exposed 
besides to the double danger of death ‘fiom 
starvation, and from the rigors of inclement 
weather.

alleys remain in the owners of the lots, and 
thatthe city or burrough only possess the 
right of way therein This ig the view that 
we 1nculeated long since, and hence we held 
that the Legislature in grinting to individ- 
uals the right of laying rail Gacks in. the 
streets, transcended (heir authority, and 
consequently then act was null aml void 
It is ceit unly clear that if the city only pos- 
sesses n 1iplit of way in the streets, the Leg- 
islature can possess no right whatever 1n 
them, and, there'ore, nny company oi 10d1- 
vidual who should have the temerity thus to 
obstruct the streets, w, uld be a trespasser, 
‘and every owner of piopeity frouting on
